1.  Upon  displaoenent  to  a  new  position,  each  M42  squad  will  prepare  a 
position  area  to  give  maximum  protection  to  personnel,  equipment  and  ammu¬ 
nition. 

2.  Priorities  for  construction! 

a.  Personnel  bunkors 

b.  Gun  parapet 

c.  .'.munition  bunkers 

3.  Personnel  bunkors  should  bo  constructed,  with  walls(4)  sandbags  thick. 
Tho  roof  will  bo  constructod  of  P.3.P  or  heavy  timbers  with  throe (3)  layers  of 
sandbags  on  top.  Water  proofing  should  be  placed  on  the  roof  for  personnel 
comfort. 

4.  Tho  Gun  parapot  will  have  sufficient  interior  area  to  facilitate  crew 
maintenance.  M42’s  will  bo  pulled  into  position  to  preclude  firing  over  the 
roar  dock. 

5.  The  ammunition  bunker  will  be  large  enough  to  hold  twenty(20)  cans  of 
40MM  ammunition. 

6.  Attached  as  inclosure  1  and  2  is  a  typical  H42  Gun  position.  This 
design  will  be  used  if  the  terrain  pornits.

1.  The  M55  can  airlifted.  ly  Cri-47  iielioopter.  This  method  of  aaove- 
ment  can  be  aoooaplished  with  the  M55  loaded  Internally  or  externally*  The 
preferred  method  is  to  externally  slinfiHLoad  the  M55* 

2.  Internal  Airlift: 

a.  The  M55  load<)d  internally  with  anounition  and  tools  carried  ex¬ 
ternally  requires  an  extended  period  of  helicopter  utilization  time*  This 
method  should  only  be  user,  when  helicopter  utilization  is  not  critical.  Con¬ 
sideration  must  also  be  given  to  an  adequate  road  network  for  moving  the  M55j 
and  also  to  helioopter  leading  zone  utilization  due  to  the  time  required  to 
load  and  unload  the  M55.
